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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the Members of the School Board, 
Springfield, N. H., 

Any report which can be offered to you on the 
work of the past year in your schools must be very 
brief and limited to the short experience which I have 
had in them since September. 

There are four schools in operation at present 
time as comvared to the three of last year, and but one 
of the teachers was inexperienced in teaching at the 
opening of schools, August 28. The school at the 
Maxfield district was reopened this year and is joint- 
ly supported by the districts of Grafton and Spring- 
field. Grafton sends to this school about two-thirds 
of the pupils in attendance, and the teaching in this 
school is efficient and satisfactory i all respects. 
This school is under an experienced teacher. 

Mrs. George, formerly teacher at Sanborn Hill 
school, found it necessary to leave at the close of 
last year and Miss Mabel L. French has taken het 
place. Miss French came to us from a summer’s 
work at Keene Normal School and has done work 
in this school which merits special commendation. 

The Village school is under its usual good man- 
agement, and, in spite of being obliged to teach 
many classes each day, Miss Towle is doing most ex- 
cellent work in each of those classes. ‘There are 
various exercises being conducted from day to day, 
or weekly, in this school which have proved of great 
interest to me and to the pupils. 

The Morgan school is under charge of Mr. George 
H. Gould who is well known to the people of Spring- 
field. His work in this school is commendable. 

In the Sanborn and Maxfield schools there is 
need of modern school furniture and of more teach- 
ing equipment. There is need of maps, supplement- 
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ary textbooks, some books of reference. Sanborn 
Hill is in need of a new stove. It is hoped that money 
for these needs will be granted by the district for 
the coming year. 

The attached statistical table will give other in- 
formation regarding the schools. 

In concluding this brief note, I wish to say that 
I have very much enjoyed my work in Springfield 
and the courtesies that the people of the town have 
shown me and I am endeavoring to bring my very 
best services into the schools in return.
